4° A BristoL ScENT BoTTLE in opaque white glass with a faceted body 
decorated with alternate diagonal sprays of flowers in colours and gold, and with 
gold-mounted top (repaired), 33in.; original fish-skin case ; and a Viennese enamel 
Powder Box, the depressed globular form painted with mythological subjects, 
3in. diam. 3 


5 A pair of good cut-glass Decanters and mushroom Stoppers, with triple- 
ringed necks, the barrel-shaped bodies cut with lozenges of hobnail diamonds and 
stars, fluted base, 9477. 


6 ANOTHER PAIR OF DECANTERS with mushroom Stoppers, the bodies cut 
with lozenges and fan cutting within bands of broad flutes, triple collars round the 
neck, 9}in.; and a smaller pair with cylindrical bodies cut with relief diamonds

9 A LARGE CLICHY PAPERWEIGHT with an attractive chequered design of 
latticino strands, each square set with a different florette, 337n. 


10 An attractive Clichy Paperweight, the centre set with a rose within two rings 
of coloured florettes divided by latticino strands, 347m. ; and a smaller Paperweight 
set with florettes and latticino strands, 237. 2 


11 A FINE BACCARAT OVERLAY PAPERWEIGHT, the centre with an entwined 
design of florettes and medallions covered by an opaque white ground with brilliant 
blue overlay, six apertures round the sides and one at the top, 34in.

12 A JACOBITE PORTRAIT WINE GLAss with small bucket bowl, double-knopped 
air-twist stem and conical foot, engraved on the bowl with a full-face bust portrait of 
Prince Charles Edward wearing the Ribbon and Star of the Garter beneath a label 
inscribed “ AUDENTIOR IBO”’, the reverse with a six-petal rose and two buds, 
the foot engraved with a thistle, 540m. i 


%. This portrait glass is a companion to the one from the Harvey Hadden 
Collection, sold in these rooms on the 9th July, 1946, Lot 143, and no doubt comes { 
from the same set.

13 A RARE RaveNnscRoFT GOBLET of “ crisseled’’ metal and elegant pro- 
portions, the bucket-shaped bowl with ‘“‘ nipt diamond waies’”’ decoration and the 
broad slightly conical foot with a narrow fold, the fine hollow stem composed of a 
depressed globular knop, a melon knop and an inverted baluster, each separated by 
single collars, 8f0n., trace of lead, circa 1675-80 .

_“‘crisseled’” glass, with rope-twisted handle, the pinched lip spout supported on 
a tapering neck with a frilled collar round the shoulder, the oviform body with a 
| spreading gadrooned foot milled between the gadrooning, a kick in the base, the 
body superbly engraved with the Toilet of Venus; the naked Venus seated on a 
verdant bank with attendants dressing her hair and another strapping on a sandal, 
_ to the left a winged putto and an attendant offering jewels, two amorini in the sky 
holding a mirror and two others sporting with a harnessed dolphin, a flowering tree 
below the handle and floral sprays on the neck, 9$in. high, circa 1676, glass of lead

Only two other English engraved glasses of this period appear to be known, 
the globular decanter with the arms of Catherine of Braganza (Sotheby’s, Lot 131, 
| 28th May, 1946) and the sealed roemer presented to John Sobieski by the City of 
Danzig in 1677 (see the Geographical Magazine, vol. IX, no. 6, October, 1939, p. 369). 

From the comparatively deep engraving (te/schnitt) in almost Potsdam tradition 
and the inference from a contemporary notice that Ravenscroft wares were exported 
(published by Francis Buckley in Glass Trade, p. 38, and quoted by Thorpe, History), 
the engraving can be attributed to a German or perhaps Low Countries workshop.

Holy Spirit ; the border is decorated with frogs, eels, dragonflies, shells and other 
marine life, 1947n. long, 15 in. wide

51 AN IMPORTANT LIMOGES PAINTED ENAMEL CASKET of oblong shape, the 
sloping upper part contained within a moulded silver frame and surmounted by 
a handle in the form of a Cupid’s bow, twelve of the thirteen panels painted with 
The Labours of Hercules: on the front Hercules with the Lernean Hydra, Hercules 
and Cerberus, Hercules and Antzus, Hercules killing Cacus: the reverse with 
Hercules fighting with Achelous in the form of a bull and also throwing Achelous, 
Hercules with Nessus and Dejanira, Alcmena and the Infant Hercules with the 
serpents, Hercules and Atlas in the background, Hercules killing the Dragon Guardian 
of the Golden Apples of the Hesperides: the ends with Hercules erecting the pillars 
at the Straits of Gibraltar and the Battle of the Centaurs, Hercules killing the 
Nemezan lion and Hercules on the funeral pyre: the top with a narrow panel with 
a bust portrait of a girl in a double cornucopia medallion flanked by floral scrolls 
and profile bust portraits. The casket is supported at the corners with chased 
columns having foliate capitals and resting on four lions couchant, total width 72in., 
height 61n., 16th Century, probably the early work of Pierre Reymond

The painting resembles most closely that on the Hollingworth Magniac Casket 
exhibited at South Kensington, 1862, no. 1665, and lot 244 in the Sale Catalogue 
of 1892, particularly the panel with Lot and his Daughters. The green colouring, 
flesh tints and brown hair as well as the lion supports are found on both caskets.

“T sent you word when I went to Mrs. Hanford that I had bought you a Harpsichord ... 
I saw it safely put in the wagon .. . You will be pleased to send a cart for it to Pershore, and that, 
before the wagon can be there, for fear there should not be due care taken in unloading it ; for it 
is heavy and requires strong hands as well as care. When you have got it into the room you 
design for it, and taken off the cover and Cross Bars that are within the case, you will lay it down 
as softly as can be, with the open side of the case downwards, and then take up the case from the 
Harpsichord. Among the shavings you will find the stick and key tied to it .. . I fear one of the 
nails has razed the leather cover .. . The pins are tied with Packthread, but I hope to have an 
occasion to send you some sattin lacing for that purpose . . . The lid of the Harpsichord opens in 
two places ; the first will do best for your usual Practice because the more you open it the sooner 
it will be out of tune. I hope you design to keep it in the grey room, that being as I take it the 


dryest .. . There are three Setts of Strings, which may be played on either all together, or every 
one by itself. One Set is an Octave to the other two. all together are only a thorough-bass to a 
Consort: for Lessons, any two sets of the three are more proper... If any Jack does not speak 


it is commonly by reason of the pen (i.e. quill) hanging on the string ; and the way is not to beat 
the key or shave the Jack, but take your pen-knife and scrape the under-side of the pen towards 
the point as lightly as ever you can ; then smooth it with three or four strokes of your pen-knife 
haft. And if any Jack should not slip down, never shave it, but thrust it up and down, and at 
the most scrape it gently ’’.
